SIMPLIFIED SPELLERS AND UNSIMPLIFIED TEMPERS. 


E NOTE with some concern that the simplified spellers have the or- 
dinary, old-fashioned, unsimplified tempers like the rest of us. At 
a recent word convention, language, under the irritant of disagreement, 
seemed to behave in the old unsimplified way, and the simplifiers made re- 
marks about each other and to each other in very plain, ordinary correct 
spelling. The simplifiers were called cranks and crazy fanatics, the new 
spelling a desecration of our speech. One partisan exclaimed that a sim- 
plified speller would “* murder his own 
mother and dishonor her grave.”’ These 
charges naturally brought hot retorts from 
the simplifiers, and, as before noted, the 
spelling-reformers, under stress of temper, 
were as particular about their spelling as 
the unregenerate. In spite of all that may 
be said for the simplification of the English 
tongue, it is probably true that every arbi- 
trary effort to change the language will 
result in failure. A little reflection has 
shown that the scheme is more revolution- 
ary than was at first supposed. To change 
the spelling of the language at a definite 
date would require that everything pub- 
lished here after that date would have to 
be re-spelled for publication in the rest of the English-speaking world, and 
vice versa. This of itself must be a tremendous obstacle to any sudden 
change at any time. The language should be reformed, but the reform 
must be gradual.

HEFALL ELECTIONS.

How I drifted into writ- 
ing jokes is somewhat hazy. I remember along about 1899, when the 
world was still asking, ‘ When is a door not a door ?’ and ‘ Why does 
a chicken cross the road ?’ I caught the joke-writing fever. By avoid- 

ing the mother-in-law chestnut and 





sticking to rigid originality, I gradually 
had the pleasure of seeing my quips in 
print. 

“From writing jokes I branched into 
humorous verse and sketches, and then 
dialect verse. About the first dialect 
poem I ever wrote appeared in print six 
or seven years ago. It was entitled 
‘Mis’ Mawnin’.’ Down here in old 
Baltimore there is congenial atmosphere 
for dialect writing. In the little lanes 











and by-ways of the town one may find 
the ‘cunjhe doctor,’ ‘the herb man,’ 
and the herring-eyed, shriveled old wo- 
VICTOR A. HERMANN. man who manufactures mysterious 
charms to keep off spells and ‘tricks.’ 
The old-fashioned ‘mammy’ nurse and ‘mammy’ cook is still far 
from becoming extinct in the City of Monuments, while along the water- 
front the original roustabout, with his banjo and greasy dice, may be 
seen any warm evening. The dialect verses which I have contributed 
to JUDGE and other publications have been inspired from actual scenes 
in the south. But while writing dialect verses is very congenial as a 
specialty, there is a much broader field in the humorous sketch and 
joke line. There is always something doing in this busy world for the 
jokesmith. Nothing is sacred; and be it the arrival of a John D. 
VIIL., the eruption of Vesuvius, or the arrival in Paris of another insur- 
ance man with a gold-brick, the jester moulds it into a joke. The 
world likes to laugh, and it is the jokesmith’s trade to furnish the food 
for mirth.” 

Some of the most successful makers of the literature of laughter 
are men who never come to public notice at all and do not appear to 
desire to. There is Mr. T. E. McGrath, for instance, who has been 
in the business of rib-tickling for nearly 
twelve years, and yet when JUDGE asked 
him to contribute something about him- 
self tur this page here is what he wrote:

Come to think of it, probably no man ever set out with the delib- 


erate intention of becoming a humorist. There is Mr. Ora J. Parker 








of Le Sueur, Minnesota, a newcomer in the JUDGE family. Mr. Par- 
ker, like Judge Shute of New Hampshire, was a practicing lawyer 
without a single crime to mar his career until 1902. Then ° e was 
seized with an uncontrollable desire to be funny.

Mr. Parker became correspondent for several city papers, and 
soon developed local articles of such a prodigious imaginative quality 
that the editors forthwith dubbed him 
‘«The Le Sueur Lyre.” His accounts 
of local affairs were perfectly plausible 
and entirely untruthful. That, of course, 
made them highly acceptable to the 
press. For instance, one day he wrote 
of a Mrs. Hester Trudow. He always 
gave names and was very precise as to 
localities. Mrs. Trudow was ninety- 
eight years of age, and for thirty years 
had been toothless. Then it occurred 
to her that if the lime in ground oyster- 
shells were good to make hens lay, it 
might, if eaten in powdered form, be 
made to produce human teeth. Accord- 
ingly she set forth on the experiment, 
and was rewarded by a brand-new set 
of teeth. And this when she was but two years short of her century- 
mark. Another of his stories was of a cow that fell in a well. The 
farmer got a team of horses and a long rope and a block and tackle, 
which he hung up in the tree that stood beside the well. Descending 
into the well, he fixed the rope around the cow and then called to the 
horses, who started afield and raised the cow, he seizing her tail as 
she went up. The horses kept going until cow and man were up in 
the air. In anger he yelled at the team; the horses wheeled, and back 
went cow and man in the well. ‘This teeter went on until relief came, 
when all parties to the affair were nearly worn out. Some of Mr. Par- 
ker’s stories were of such a thrilling character that correspondents 
were hastened to the scene, only to discover the obviously impossible 
quality of the yarns after arriving. All the tales were ingeniously 
worked out, and many have become features of the newspaper litera- 
ture of the day.
